It
recited that the conference held at Pe¬
tersburg last "»larch decided that it would
bo wise for the leagues to support a

missionary In Japan for tne next two
years at an expense of JtJOO per year.

Defends the League.
Mr. Frank Talbott, of the Epworth

League Committee of the General Con¬
ference, spoke of the report, deprecating
iho lack of interest and enthusiasm in
league work of many pastors, and some

presiding' elders, who show the dark side
and' hide the bright phases of the
league's career. "Our young people are

not being held and aro going back to
the world," said he, "If the Epworth
League will not do the work, let's have
something else." The Epworth League,
he said, had opened the Korean mission
field, started the movement that founded
the Virginia Conference Orphanage, in¬
augurated mlsionary work in Cuba, and
educated* a Japanese at Randolph-
Macon." ,

"Do not judge us by our defeats, but
by the work we have done," said Mr.
Talbott.

pastors In carrying on the work.

ell Street, Danville; 'Rev. Joseph A.
Thomas, Laurel Btreet, succeeding Rev,
Henry E. Johnson, who goes to Suffolk;
Rev. XV. A. Laughton, Epworth, restored
to the active Mst, succeeding Rev. R, P.
Lumpkin; who goes to Washington Street,
Danville.
The first two of these changes wero

.surmised several weeks ago. Tho return
öf so many of tho pastors will bo very
gratifying to their congregations through¬
out the city.
Rev. Mr. Peters, of Trinity, was born

in Norfolk. Ho was educated at the
Academy of Suffolk and Randolph-Macon
and Hampden-Sldiiey Colleges. Ho was
first a farmer after leaving college^ Ho
found tlm<3 to study law and In 188a was
elected to the Virginia Législature from
Lynchburg and Campbell county. In 1803,
linder tho ministry of Rev. Willam 13.
Thompson, he joined tho church and
gave himself up to Its work. He was
licensed by Rev. Dr. Garland a« local
preacher at a quarterly meeting In Elm-
lnjfton, In West Campbell Circuit. In
November of the same year h<_> was ad¬
mitted to tho Conference and was us-

Klgnr-d to Staunton River Circuit.

lotte Circuit, At the Conference In 18D5
he became a deacon. In 1806 Cortersvllle
Circuit wns assigned to hlin.

Representatives of Russian Pea¬
sants Make Bold Declara¬

tion of Wishes.

DOCUMENT IS IMPRESSIVE

Memorial Will be Presented
Soon to Minister o'f the

Interior.

(By Associated Press.)
»ST. rUTBUSBUHO. Nov.' 21.."In or-

der to secure tho proper development of
the Ilfo of tho atato and tho people, it la
Imperatively neccssnry that thero bo reg¬
ular participation of national representa¬
tive.*-, sittings and especially olocted body,
to make laws, regula to the revenuo and
expondlturo and control tho legality of the
actions of tho administration."
Tho above Is tho Until form of tho de¬

claration of the Zoemst.vo representatives
in fnvor of tho election of a body, not
merely to pnrtlelpate In legislation as at
first reported, but to be entrusted with the
framing of the laws of tho Empire
Tho meeting tó-day nlsp adopted a de¬

claration in favor of granting general
amnesty to political offenders imprisoned
or exiled by administrativo order.
This completed programmo declnrlng*

the necessity of reform. Is all tho moro
striking and Impror-slvo because tho
Zc-"»i;stvo presklonts who signed It, while
elected by Zeomstvo orfanlîattons, are
confirmed by tho government. Signato¬
ries also Included fivo marshals of the
nobility, tho elections to which offices are
also confirmed by tho government.
Tho memorial will bo presented within

a couple of days to the minister of tho in¬
terior, Princo Sviatopolk-Mlrsky.
The Zeemstvo meeting will not proceed

with the discussion of the rcmnindor of
the programme, which although It direct¬
ly concerns Zeemstvo work, is of minor
import-dice. It consists, first, of primary
education; second, of the disorganisation
attendant on mobilization; third, the re¬
lief measures for the families of,, those
sent to war, and fourth, red cross work.

GERMAN STEAMER TAKEN.
Batelan Captured by Japanese.

While Trying to Run Port
Arthur Blockade. .

(By Associated Pronn.)
TOKIO, November 21..The navy de¬

partment reports the -capture of the Ger¬
man steamer .Batelan, while attempting
to run the Port Arthur blockade. The
department says that at 3 A. M. Novem¬
ber 19th a Japanese squadron cruising
off Ventao sighted a vessel steaming
for Port Arthur. Tho gunboat Tatsuta
pursued nnd overtook the steamer at 5
in the morning. On hoard of tho vessel
was found a great quantity of winter
clothing, blankets, medicine and corned
meats. Her captain said he was bourid
for New Chwang. The route and cargo
of the Bate-Ian were considered to bo
suspicious, and she was taken possession
of and brought to Sasebo.
